f objects ONI Comments on Cota War Operation Plan 
1. Th* following comments are submitted: 

a. Intelligence: 

The intelligence pertinent to this paper is contained in 
paragraph 2 (SITUATION) and paragraph 5 (DISCUSSION). The basic 
Intelligence pertaining^to the instability of the USSR - PRC alliance 
** is considered to be accurate. Hew***, ONI does not believe a split 
between the USSR and the PRC is as Imminent as indicated. Recent 
events connected with the PRC communes indicate that Use Soviet 
Union wields considerable influence in the PRC. Therefore, the 
major point of difference between ONI and the views presented in this 
paper has to do with the imminence of a reel break rather than the 
eventuality of such a break. ^ 

b. Evaluation of the CONCEPT OF OPERATIONS . 

The general course of action is Considered to be sound. However, 
Communist political leaders are themselves masters of the sophisticated 
approach in »• divide and conquer” operations. Therefore, this portion 
of the plan - initially at least - should not be eapected to produce 
substantial results. It may bee erne counter productive once the Communists

it may be necessary to shift the emphasis from the Communist leaders 
to the peoples of tee two countries. 

It is believed that sufficient genuine events and statements exist 
as to make uunscsssary the use of fictitious items. Utilisation of 
genuine events would avoid the danger of having any portion of the overall 
plan discredited.
